The aver 
age price of farm lands in the sixteen 
counties, according to the report o f the 
United States census, was $48.50 per 
acre, while the average price of land 
in the forty-ffve counties was $05.70 
per,acre. 
In other words, the average 
price of farm lands in the good road 
counties was $17.20, or 35 per cent 
more than in the poor road count ie- 
When we consider the fact that there 
are 873.000,<Hit» acres of farm lands in 
the 
United 
States 
the 
possibilities 
along this line are rather startling. 
Even assuming that the land would 
be Increased only $5 an acre the total 
enhancement 
on 
farm 
lands 
alone 
would be $4,305,000,000. 
Improved roads will yield an nddi 
tiona! Income by enabling the farmei 
to cultivate with proiit land whl< b 
otherwise would be less profitably em 
ployed. 
There are about 400,000.000 acres oi 
unimproved f a r m land In t h e T uited 
States. 
An average a n n u a l profit of 
50 cents an ac re on this lan d would 
mean a net gain to the wealth of th e 
U n ite d S ta te s of $200,000/ km) n year. 
Truck products and small fruits must 
be delivered quickly to market if any 
profit is to be realized. 
Truck and 
small fruit farms cannot be maintained 
with profit if a long haul over bad 
roads intervenes bet weep them and 
the railroad station 
A network of 
first class hard smooth roads will al­ 
most immediately increase the number 
of truck, fruit and dairy farm s In any 
community. 
While the average value 
of wheat per acre is only $7.03 and 
corn $8.72, the average value of vege­ 
tables per acre is about $40 and of 
small fruits $80. 
There is a steady trend of popula­ 
tion from the country to the eity, and 
this may be attributed to some extent 
to bad roads. 
During the ten year pe­ 
riod 18 M>1900 the cities gained 2,171,- 
000 more people than the country. 
In 
1800 only 10.1 per cent of the popula­ 
tion lived In cities, In 1900 the city 
population represented about 31 per 
cent of the total, and now it is proba­ 
bly about 45 per cent. 
With hundreds of millions of acres 
of land uncultivated we have the spec­ 
tacle o f hundreds of thousands of hu­ 
man beings crowded into the cities, 
while year after year the human tide 
rolls restlessly In from the country to 
furnish more consumers and decreasi 
the number of producers. 
To prove that a relation exists be­ 
tween the question of population and 
roads the following illustration may be 
cited: 
In twenty five counties selected from 
eastern, southern, western and north­ 
western states It. has been found that 
only I 1/ per cent of roads were im­ 
proved In 1904. 
These same counties 
show an actual decrease in population 
averaging 3,112 for each county for the 
ten year period 1890 1900. Twenty-five 
other counties located 
in tho same 
states containing 40 per cent of im 
[»roved roads show an actual increase 
in population for each county of 31,09*». 
W hether 
good 
roads 
cause 
good 
schools, or vice versa, it is true that 
they e x i s t together and that one of tin* 
most im portant reasons for their im­ 
provement is their effect on school at­ 


t e n d a n c e in the country. 
I f the coun­ 
try schools are to have a maximum e f­ 
ficiency in training and instruction the 
children must be afforded facilities fur 
reaching them. 
With improved r o a d s 
the graded school and the consolidated 
school will replace the little one room 
one teacher schools so prevalent in 
many sections of the country.

HORRORS 
OF 
PRISON 
TOLD 


Tale of Torture in Federal Peniten­ 
tiary in Kansas Is Told by Fugi­ 
tive Who Surrendered. 


Philadelphia, Pa.—Relating a tale of j 
horrors of imprisonment in the federal ; 
prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., An­ 
drew Tobani, 24 years old, gave him-1 
self up to the local police as a fugitive 
from justice. 
He “surrendered 
at j 
Broad street station the other evening, \ 
after the detective departm ent 
had 
been bombarded with a num ber of tele­ 
phone messages instructing the offi­ 
cials to be on the lookout for a man 
of Tobani’s description. 
These mes­ 
sages, it was learned, were sent by 
Tobani himself. 
Upon being slated at 
the central station the man gave the 
name of William Jackson, under which 
he claims to have enlisted 
in 
the 
United States army at Fort Sam Hous-1 
ton, Texas, as a member of the Fifth j 
cavalry. 
It was for an 
offense 
committed 
while a soldier at that post that To­ 
bani claims he was imprisoned in Fort 
Leavenworth, after an 
unfair 
t.na , 
and he said his reason for asking the 
police, by means of the telephone cal s j 
to arrest him, was to expose the in­ 
dignities to which he had been su 
jected as a prisoner. 
According to Tobani's story, he es­ 
caped from the prison three m o n th s 
ago in a swill barrel after serving part 
of a sentence for the theft of an auto­ 
matic pistol, which he was charged 
taking from a fellow cavalryman 
in 
Texas. 
He claims that he was rail­ 
roaded and he did not have time to 
procure adequate counsel to show that 
tbe trial sprang from a trumped up 
charge. 
In Fort Leavenworth, Tobani 
says, 
the water cure, the straightjacket and 
other forms of torture were employed 
to compel the prisoners to perform al­ 
lotted tasks.

Relief from the immense property 
damage inflicted by the rats each year 
will be secondary in the department's 
consideration, as its duties are pri­ 
m arily those of guarding the city’s 
health 
It is considered, however, that 
this will be an immediate benefit that 
will he more generally felt than the 
safety it will gi/e from spread of dis­ 
ease.

New Y'ork.— The announcement that 
the three tall sycamore trees which 
stand in a vacant lot at W est One 
Hundred and Fortieth street and Ham ­ 
ilton place, Manhattan, were about to 
be cut down to make room for a pub­ 
lic school, which is to be erected on 
the lot, has aroused much interest 
among New Yorkers, especially those 
who are fam illiar with the historic as­ 
sociations which these trees of the 
forest recall. 
It is stated on good authority that 
it was under these trees that the sec­ 
onds for Alexander Hamilton met be­ 
fore the fatal duel which resulted in 
the death of Hamilton on Ju ly 12, 
1804. 
W hether they are the actual 
trees under which the seconds met 
before the fatal encounter occurred, 
they have a historic value from the 
fact that they are on territory which 
was intim ately 
associated 
w ith 
the 
great statesman, lawyer and soldier. 
An interesting fact connected with 
the house when it stood on the other 
side of the street is that Ham ilton 
planted 13 trees around this fcouse, 
which were intended to represent the 
13 original 
states of the Am erican 
Union. 
These trees were of the sweet 
gum variety and 
were 
brought 
by 
Hamilton, 
when 
they 
were 
nothing 
more than whips, from Mount Vernon, 
the estate of President W ashington. 
These trees lived until long after the 
house was moved, and some of them 
were alive when, in November, 19 1i, 
the lots where they stood were taken 
as the site for a row of apartm ent 
houses. 
The ground along Convent avenue 
had been restricted 
for 
25 years. 
When these restrictions expired the 
trees planted by 
Hamilton 
him self 
quickly 
disappeared. 
The 
rem oval j 
of these tree, 
rendered those at One j 
Hundred and 
Fortieth 
street 
and I 
Hamilton place all the more precious 
in the eyes of antiquarians and patri­ 
otic citizens, who treasure every re- t 
minder of Ham ilton. 
The ground slopes sharply from the 
point where the old trees are standing 
to the shores of th • Hudson. The rear 
l»orch of Hamilton s house must have 
commanded a beautiful view of the 
Weehawken j hore, much wilder in ap­ 
pearance than now. 
It was early in j 
Ju ly that the challenge from B u rr was 
received, and it was the morning of 
the 12th of that month that the ar­ 
rangements were completed and Ham ­ 
ilton and his seconds took a barge 
and were rowed across the Hudson to 
the fatal battleground.
